Commodity  siairanary 

Pre-^hristmas  stocks  of  turkeys  were  slightly  under  those  of  a  year  earlier, 
according  to  warehouse  reports  received  by  the  Crop  Reporting  Board.    December  1 
stocks  totaled  212  m.illion  pounds,  about  3  percent  less  than  Decem.ber  1,  1957  but 
29  percent  more  than  the  1953-57  average*    Warehouse  holdings  of  beef,  at  159  mil- 
lion pounds,  were  about  21  percent  larger  than  a  year  earlier  and  the  l8l  million 
pounds  of  pork  in  storage  on  December  1  were  11  percent  higher  than  a  year  ago* 
Stocks  of  butter,  American  cheese,  shell  eggs,  frozen  eggs,  frozen  fruits,  vege- 
tables, and  juices  were  not  as  heavy  as  in  1957 •    December  1  stocks  of  butter 
totaled  93  million  pounds,  l5  percent  lower  than  last  year  and  56  percent  below 
average «    The  259  million  pounds  of  Merican  cheese  in  storage  were  36  percent 
lower  than  a  year  earlier  and  h3  percent  below  average,    ¥ith  December  1  stocks 

s'^ell  eggs  at  lljl^OOO  cases,  the  supply  was  about  half  the  average  and  the  year 
earlier  stocks,    A  larger  than  average  November  reduction  in  stocks  of  frozen 
fruits  brought  holdings  down  to  508  million  pounds  which  com.pares  with  523  mil- 
lion  this  time  last  year  and  l-il;3  million,  the  average  for  December  1,  Frozen 
vegetable  holdings  were  down  7  percent  from  a  year  earlier  but  13  percent  above 
average  as  stocks  totaled  890  million  pounds.    Orange  concentrate  in  storage  on 
December  1  amounted  to  10  million  gallons*    This  was  30  percent  less  than  average 
and  39  percent  less  than  a  year  earlier. 

General  commodity  movement 

Foods  held  in  cooler  space  on  December  1  totaled  3«6  billion  pounds,  doim  10  per- 
cent from  a  month  earlier.    Reductions  occurred  primarily  in  stocks  of  fresh 
fruits,  dried  and  evaporated  finiits,  canned  milk,  cheese,  and  eggs*     Stock  gains 
were  reported  only  for  fresh  vegetables,  nuts,  and  red  meats  but  these  net  accu- 
mulations were  short  of  the  total  decrease  in  other  products ^     Similarly,  the 
net  change  of  product  weight  in  freezers  was  do"i-mward  as  stock  reductions  out- 
weighed the  gains.    Net  withdrawals  prevailed  for  practically  all  of  the  freezer 
items.    Only  red  meat  holdings  were  up  from,  a  month  earlier.    Total  'weight  in 
freezers  was  2*8  billion  pounds  or  3  percent  less  than  the  previous  m.ontha 

Storage  occupancy 

Utilization  of  public  refrigerated  warehouse  space  declined  during  November  and 
occupancy  of  both  cooler  and  freezer  space  each  dropped  2  percentage  points  by 
December  1,    Warehouse  occupancy  reports  showed  5U  percent  of  the  cooler  space 
occupied  on  December  1,    This  was  h  points  below  a  year  earlier  and  12  points 
below  the  1953-57  average.    Cooler  occupancy  in  the  West  North  Central  region  was 
doT-m  8  percentage  points  from  a  month  earlier  but  in  the  Mountain  states  a  gain 
of  5  points  was  reported,  the  only  region  shovjing  a  gain*    Freezer  space  occupied 
on  December  1  was  down  to  71  percent.    Last  year  for  the  date,  73  percent  of  the 
freezer  space  was  occupied  while  77  percent  is  average*    All  regions  declined 
except  New  Englai^d,  which  was  up  1  percentage  point  and  West  South  Central  which 
remained  unchanged  from  a  month  earlier.    If  historical  performance  should  pre- 
vail, cooler  and  freezer  occupancy  will  continue  to  decline  during  December, 

Fr^aits,  vegetables,  and  juices 

Net  withdrawals  of  frozen  fruits  during  November  totaled  23  million  pounds, 
about  the  same  as  in  1957  but  50  percent  larger  than  average.    Stocks  on  hand 
December  1  amounted  to  508  million  pounds,  about  3  percent  less  than  a  year 
earlier  but  15  percent  more  than  average.    All  frozen  fruit  item.s  except  apples 
were  in  lesser  supply  on  December  1  compared  with  November  1,    Reductions  ranged 
in  amounts  varying  up  to  l6  million  pounds.    Frozen  apple  stocks  were  increased 
by  12  million  pounds  to  total  39  million  by  December  1,    Frozen  strawberry  stocks 
were  doim  16  million  to  l8l  million  while  cherry  stocks,  at  72  million,  >:ere  down 
6  million  from  the  previous  month.    The  November  change  in  frozen  vegetable 
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holdings  was  less  than  avera^^e  and  a  year  earlier*    A  l5  million  pound  reduction 
left  890  million  pounds  in  storage.    During  November  last  year  36  million  pounds 
were  withdrawn  and  stocks  totaled  95?  million  pounds  on  December  1,    The  average 
November  reduction  is  22  million  pounds  and  average  stocks  are  78?  million  pounds* 
Frozen  peas  totaled  217  million  pounds  which  compares  with  26l  million  a  year 
earlier.    Holdings  of  com  were  down  to  92  million  while  stocks  of  lima  beans  and 
snap  beans  were  dovm  to  117  and  IO8  million  pounds,  respectively^    December  1 
stocks  of  orange  concentrate  were  dovm  to  10  million  gallons.    This  was  only 
about  three-fifths  as  large  as  the  stocks  of  a  year  earlier  and  compares  with 
15  million  gallons,  the  average  for  the  date.    Present  stocks  are  the  lowest  for 
any  month  since  January  1,  195^-U 

Poultry  and  dairy  products 

Poultry  stocks  declined  26  million  pounds  during  November  and  by  December  1 
totaled  383  million.    This  was  6  percent  larger  than  a  year  earlier  and  22  per- 
cent larger  than  average*    The  November  1  record  holdings  of  turkeys,  2^5  mil- 
lion pounds,  were  reduced  h3  million  during  the  month  to  212  million  pounds. 
Although  3  percent  below  the  holdings  a  year  earlier,  they  were  still  29  percent 
above  the  December  1,  19?3-57  average.    Bro iler  stocks  totaled  30  million  pounds 
on  December  1  for  a  net  gain  of  3  million.    Last  year,  21  million  pounds  were 
in  storage  which  is  also  average  stock  for  this  date.    Stock  reductions  of 
66,000  cases  of  shell  eggs  left  1)4.1,000  cases  in  storage  on  December  1.  This 
was  the  third  smallest  holdings  for  the  date.    December  1  last  year,  302,000 
cases  were  in  storage  while  average  stocks  are  32U,000  cases,    A  reduction  of 

20  million  pounds  in  frozen  eggs  left  7h  million  in  storage.    The  first-of -month 
holdings  were  three-fourths  those  of  a  year  earlier  and  four-fifths  of  average. 
Butter  stocks  totaled  93  million  pounds  on  December  1,  about  26  million  below 
those  a  month  earlier  and  compare  with  109  million  on  December  1,  1957,  Current 
stocks  are  only  hh  percent  of  average.    More  than  2h  million  pounds  of  cheese 
were  moved  from  storage  during  November,    By  December  1,  stocks  totaled  30ij.  mil- 
lion  pounds  which  was  31  percent  below  a  year  earlier.    Average  stocks  for  this 
date  are  J488  million  pounds. 

Meat  and  meat  products 

Stock  gains  of  red  meats  during  November  were  less  than  usual  but  larger  than 
a  year  earlier.    Stocks  totaled  i|19  million  pounds  by  December  1,    This  compares 
with  370  million  pounds  in  storage  a  year  earlier  and  average  stocks  of  $02  mil- 
lion.   Beef  gains  during  November  were  less  than  a  year  earlier  and  average » 
Nearly  159  million  pounds  of  beef  were  in  storage  on  December  1.  Although 

21  percent  more  than  a  year  earlier,  it  was  6  percent  below  average.    Pork  stocks 
increased  hi  million  pounds  during  November  and  by  December  1  totaled  TBI  mil- 
lion.   A  year  earlier,  stocks  increased  by  2$  million  pounds  while  the  usual 
gain  is  80  million.    December  1  holdings  of  pork  were  11  percent  larger  than 
stocks  in  storage  a  year  earlier  but  32  percent  below  the  1953-57  average 
holdings  for  the  date.    Stocks  of  picnics,  hajns,  and  bellies  showed  substantial 
increases  during  the  month  and  all  were  above  holdings  of  a  year  earlier.
